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FOREWORD 

The  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is  the    Iowa  unit  of  a 
nation-wide  organization  which  is  entrusted  with  the  responsibility  of  oper- 
ating a  standard  statistical  service  for  agriculture .     The  Division  of 
Agricultural  Statistics  is  a  division  of  the  Iowa  State  Department  cf  Agri- 
culture working  in  cooperation  with  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service  of 
the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture.     The  Year  1933  marked  the  one- 
hundredth  anniversary  of  the  collection  of  statistics  of  agriculture  in  the 
United  States. 

The  general  program  of  the  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is 
to  meet  the  public  needs  and  demands  for  summary  data  of  a  historical  nature 
and  for  current  statistical  information  of  agricultural  production  in  Iowa 
and  the  United  States. 

In  recent  years,   there  has  been  an  increasing  demand  from  agricultural 
organizations,  commercial  interests,  teachers,  legislators,  and  county, 
state  and  governmental  agencies  for  agricultural  data  showing  the  trends  of 
change  in  counties.    Little  has  been  done  in  the  past  to  make  available  data 
for  each  county  over  an  extended  period  of  time.  urgent  is  the  need  for 

county  data  that  some  organizations  have  assembled  such  information  at  con- 
siderable cost.  It  is  in  response  to  these  needs  that  this  series  is  being 
issued. 

The  county  data  herein  offered  have  been  assembled  from  existing  State 
and  Federal  documents  and  reports,  under  the  supervision  of  Norman  V.  Strand, 
State-wide  Work  Projects  Administration  Supervisor  of  Agricultural  Economics 
and  Statistics  projects.     This  is  a  report  of  wcrk  completed  on  Official 
Project  G5-I-72-I55  if  the  Work  Projects  Administration.    Official  Project 
665-72~3*~36  furnished  the  material  for  Tables  32  and  jk. 

The  agricultural  Extension  Service  participated  in  the  preparation  of 
the  materials  in  this  report.     Selected  data  from  the  files  of  the  Icwa 
Agricultural  Experiment  Station  have  been  released  for  publication  in  this 
series.     Special  credit  is  given  to  the  Iowa  assessors  and  tax  officials 
who  collect  data  on  the  crops  and  livestocks  as  required  under  the  Iowa 
laws.    Without  these  data  by  townships  and  counties  detailed  agricultural 
statistics  would  be  less  accurate  and  less  complete.

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ICWA  AGRICULTURAL  STATISTICS  -  CLAYTON  COUNTY 

Clayton  County  was  established  in  December,  1837,  and  at  that  time  con- 
tained a  portion  of  the  present  county  of  ALlamakee.     It  was  named  for  John 
M.  Clayton,  a  United  States  Senator  from  Delaware. 

The  first  settlement— after  the  Spanish  grant  to  Basil  Giard  in  1795 — 
was  made  by  Robert  Hetfield,  William  D.  Grant,  and  William  W.  Wyman  and  families 
in  the  spring  of  1832.     They  made  claims  on  the  north  side  of  Turkey  River 
about  four  miles  from  its  mouth.    The  vicinity  of  Garnavillo  was  settled  in 
I836  and  in  the  same  year  Elisha  Boardman  took  a  claim  where  Elkader  now  stands. 
Prairie  La  Porte  was  laid  out  in  1837;   the  name  was  changed  to  Guttenberg  in 
18^-7  and  it  became  the  county-seat  for  a  time. 

The  county  was  fully  organized  in  the  fall  of  I83S  and  Elkader,  which  was 
platted  in.  1347,  became  the  permanent  county-seat  in  i860.    Elkader  was  named  for 
an  Algerian  Chief,  Abd-el-Kader  who  was  active  in  Algerian  affairs  at  that 
time.    The  first  railroad  constructed  in  the  county  was  the  McGregor  Western, 
built  in  1857.  1/ 

The  town  of  McGregor  was  laid  out  in  18^7  by  ALexander  McGregor.     In  I836 
he  established  a  ferry  across  the  Mississippi  River  opposite  the  old  Erench 
town  of  Prairie  du  Chien.    Soon  after,  he  made  a  claim  where  the  town  of 
McGregor  now  stands  and  moved  his  family  there  in  184-7  •     It  was  called  McGregors 
Landing  for  many  years  and  the  ravine  where  it  was  located  was  called  "Coulee 
des  Sioux"  by  the  early  Erench  traders.     It  is  one  of  the  most  noted  of  the 
many  scenic  regions  of  the  state.    That  this  is  indeed  a  nature  spot  is  evi- 
denced by  the  fact  that  the  American  School  of  Wild  Life  Protection  holds  annual 
sessions  in  McGregor.    ALso  of  interest,  especially  to  historians,  archaeologists, 
and  tourists,  are  the  many  Indian  mounds  found  in  this  vicinity.     In  addition, 
McGregor  goes  on  record  as  being  the  birthplace  of  Ringling  Brothers  Circus,  2/ 
In  1936,  Elkader  won  recognition  by  building  the  first  glass  school  house  in 
Iowa.    The  floors  are  of  asphalt  tiling  and  the  desks  and  laboratory  tables  are 
of  chemically  treated  hard  rubber;   the  walls  are  of  corrugated  glass,  making 
them  translucent.  \\ 

Area 

Clayton  County  has  an  area  of  762  square  miles  4/,  or  487,680  acres.  Of 
this  number,  463,850  acres  are  listed  as  farm  land, There  are  twenty-two 
townships  in  the  county,  and  it  ranks  fifth  in  point  of  size  in  the  state c 

Soils 

The  soils  of  Clayton  County  are  grouped  into  five  classes  according  to  their 
origin  and  location:  najnely,  drift,  loess,  terrace,  swamp  and  bottom-land,  and 
residual  soils.    The  drift  soils  cover  5«3  percent  of  the  county  and  are  di-

vided  into  Lindley  loams — 2.1  percent,  Clyde  loams — O.S  percent,  Carrington 
loams — 2.U  percent,  Dodgeville  loam — 0.3  percent,  and  Thurston  sandy  loam — 0.1 
percent.    The  loess  soils  cover  7^.7  percent  of  the  county  and  are  divided 
into  Tama  loams — 33.3  percent,  Fayette  loams — 28.8  percent,  and  Clinton  loams — 
12.6  percent.    The  terrace  soils  cover  2.k  percent  of  the  area  and  are  divided 
into  Waukesha  silt  loam — 0.6  percent,  O'Neill  loams — 0.6  percent,  Bertrand 
silt  loam — O.h  percent,  Judson  silt  loam — 0.3  percent,  Plainfield  sandy  loam — 
0.2  percent,  Davenport  silty  clay  loam — 0.1  percent,  and  Hillsdale  loams — 0.2 
percent.    The  swamp  and  bottom-land  soils  cover  10,2  percent  of  the  county  and 
are  divided  into  Wabash  loams — U.o,  percent,  Genesee  loams — 3 »3  P ercent ,  river- 
wash — 1.3  percent,  Cass  sandy  loam — 0.2  percent,  Sarpy  very  fine  sandy  loam — 0.1 
percent,  and  muck — 0.1  percent.     The  residual  soils  cover  7  percent  of  the  sur- 
face and  are  divided  into  rough  stony  land — 6.7  percent,  Sogn  loams — 0.2  per- 
cent, and  Dubuque  silt  loam — 0.1  percent.  6/ 

Topography 

Clayton  County,  in  general,  has  a  strongly  rolling  to  rough,  hilly  topog- 
raphy— the  most  striking  features  being  the  deep,  sharply  cut  valleys  of  the 
Mississippi  River  and  the  lov/er  courses  of  its  larger  tributaries.    These  valleys 
have  been  carved  500  to  600  feet  below  the  general  level  of  the  uplands,  with 
steep  bluffs  rising  abruptly  in  many  places  to  heights  of  ^00  to  kOO  feet  above 
the  flood  plains.     This  rugged  condition  prevails  all  along  the  Mississippi 
River  in  this  region  and  extends  back  from  the  stream  for  several  miles.  The 
area  in  many  places  is  heavily  timbered. 

The  Turkey  River  crosses  the  county  in  a  southeasterly  direction,  being 
joined  in  its  lower  course  by  the  Volga  River.     The  valleys  of  both  of  these 
rivers  lie  UOO  to  ^>00  feet  below  the  surrounding  country,  and  are  marked  at 
intervals  by  towering  cliffs  and  precipitous  slopes. 

Numerous  outcroppings  of  limestone  are  in  evidence,  many  of  which  have  been 
broken  off  in  huge  blocks  and  lie  scattered  over  the  wooded  slopes. 

In  the  extreme  southwestern  part  of  the  county  the  surface  moderates  into 
gently  undulating  to  rolling  plains,  interspersed  with  broad,  low  hills.  There 
is  adequate  drainage  in  the  entire  area,  small  streams  and  drainage-ways  having 
developed  in  practically  all  sections  of  the  county.  J_j 

Climate 

The  10-year  average  (133°~1939  incl . )  temperature  of  Clayton  County  was 
U6.8  degrees  8/,  and  tne  58-year  average  rainfall  (1872-193°)  was  32*S  inches. 
The  growing  season,  during  the  28-year  period  (1902-1930) ,  was  1^5  days  between 
the  average  killing  frost  dates  of  May  1  and  October  1.  °// 

Population 

The  early  inhabitants  of  Clayton  County  were  mainly  from  adjacent  counties

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and  from  territories  and  states  across  the  ivlississippi  River.    However,  an  influx 
of  early  immigrants  to  the  United  States  in  the  early  fifties  Drought  a  great 
number  of  German  and  Scandinavian  home-seekers  to  this  region.    The  period  of  its 
greatest  growth  was  in  the  early  eighties  when  over  28,000  were  registered.  In 
1S30  there  were  but  2^,559  inhabitants  in  the  county.    Its  population  density  is 
32  per  square  mile,  as  compared  with  the  state  density  of  hk.     The  following- 
table  shows  the  comparative  number  of  inhabitants  at  10-year  enumerations:

The  number  of  foreign  born  and  native  white  of  foreign  born  and  mixed 
parentage  in  Clayton  County  was  8,663,  or  36  percent  of  the  total  in  1930*  Of 
this  amount,  6U  percent  were  of  German  descent  and  12  percent  were  Scandinavians. 
Other  nationalities  had  small  representations.  lH/ 

Cooperati  ves 

In  1937  there  were  30  cooperative  institutions  in  operation  in  this  county-- 
1  elevator,  l6  creameries,  10  livestock  enterprises,  1  cheese  factory,  1  petroleum 
plant,  and  1  merchandise  es tablishment . 

As  a  whole,  they  had  3>7^1  members,  of  which  3>078  were  active,  and  5»91^ 
persons  did  business  with  the  30  concerns.     The  selling  cooperatives  had  a  busi- 
ness volume  of  $H,173>99^  and  the  purchasing  cooperatives  transacted  $335,^83 
worth  of  business. 


Cooperatives  may  both  buy  and  sell  or  they  may  perform  one  or  the  other 
function  exclusively.    Purchasing  cooperatives  buy  non-farm  commodities  for  dis- 
tribution to.  their  members  and  patrons,  and  selling  cooperatives  market  farm 
commodities  for  their  members  and  patrons,  lh/ 


Fruit 


Apples  have  always  been  a  fair  crop  in  Clayton  County,  but  the  big  year  was 
1909  when  66,^32  trees  and  52,918  bushels  were  reported;  the  193^  report  showed 
27,70H  trees  producing  17,085  bushels.    Peach  production- has  always  been  negli- 
gible.   Plums  had  their  largest  year  in  1909;   there  were  10,899  trees  and 
2,057  bushels  listed  that  year.     Cherries  had  2,687  trees  and  78I  bushels  in  193^  • 
Grapes  had  a  record  of  19,517  vines  and  a  peak  production  of  63,997  pounds  in

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I\Tote  Regarding  Yields  of  Corn 

The  crop  assessors'  statistical  "breakdown  for  corn  acreage  is  as  fol- 
lows: (l)  all  corn,  (2)  corn  husked  for  grain,  (3)  corn  cut  for  silage,  (U) 
corn  cut  for  fodder  and  (5)  corn  hogged  off.    A  total  production  is  given 
for  each  farm  which  includes  only  that  actually  husked.     In  getting  county 
totals  of  production  the  acreage  other  than  that  husked  is  multiplied  "by 
the  yields  (derived  "by  dividing  total  "bushels  corn  husked  "by  total  acres 
husked)  and  added  to  summations  of  individual  farm  productions  shown  as 
husked.     This  assumes  that  acreage  not  husked  would  have  produced  the  same 
yield  as  that  actually  husked , 

In  193^  ail<i  1936,  both  poor  crop  years,  separate  estimations  of  corn 
yield  on  acreage  not  husked  were  made  by  the  state  assessors'  office  "because 
it  was  felt  that  farmers  in  those  years  would  select  their  "best  acreages  for 
husking  and  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest,  which  would  have  a  different  and  lower 
yield.     This  separate  yield  estimation  was  then  multiplied  "by  the  acreage 
not  husked  and  the  total  added  to  that  reported  as  husked. 

This  was  done  by  counties  only  and  not  by  townships.  The  township  yields 
for  these  two  years,  then,  are  somewhat  high  since  they  are  based  only  on 
acreage  husked  for  grain  and  "bushels  husked.     The  total  corn  acreage  is  shown 
"by  township  with  this  yield  and  any  attempt  to  multiply  it  by  the  acreage 
shown  to  get  total  production  will  result  in  a  too  high  figure.    The  county 
summary  table  figures  for  corn  yield  in  193^  and  193°  have  "been  adjusted  for 
poorer  yields  on  that  acreage  not  husked  and  these  yields  may  legitimately  be 
multiplied  by  the  acreages  shown  there  to  arrive  at  total  productions  for  the 
county. 

In  all  other  years  actual  township  productions  may  be  derived  from  the 
yield  and  acreage  figures  shown  in  the  tables  since  corn  yield  has  been 
assumed  to  "be  equal  in  all  utilizations.  The  county  yield  and  township  yields 
are,  therefore,  consistent  in  all  years  except  193*+  an(i  193&.

These  enumerations  have  "been  made  as  of  differ- 
ent dates.     Some  enumerations  were  for  a  base  date  of  January  1,  others  for  a  "base 
date  of  April  1,  and  others  for  June  1. 

The  census  enumerations  made  in  1920,  1925  and  1935  were  for  January  1.  For 
comnarability  the  enumerations  made  for  the  base  dates  of  April  1  and  June  1  were 
adjusted  to  an  equivalent  January  1  base.  This  adjustment  procedure  places  the 
livestock  data  of  the  aoove  table  on  the  one  inventory  date  of  January  1. 

The  figures  for  1936,   1937,  1938  a. id  1939  for  all  cattle  and  milk  cows  are 
estimates  of  the  Division  of  Agricultural  Statistics  of  the  Io^a  Depart  ent  of  Agri- 
culture and  those  for  horses,  mules,  hogs  and  sheep  are  adjusted  state  farm  as- 
sessor's figures.
